Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
fails to teach a liquid crystal display (LCD) panel having a variable white balance, 
comprising: an LCD screen; a first light source having a first color spectrum; a second 
light source having a second color spectrum; an optical path directing said first light 
source and said second light source onto said LCD screen; a control circuit for 
adjusting the relative intensity of said first and second light source wherein said 
first light source and said second light source are mixed in the optical path 
thereby creating a white balanced spectrum; a sensor for detecting the ambient 
light color spectrum; and a feedback control circuit connected to the control 
circuit wherein the feedback control circuit adjusts the relative light intensity of 
the first and second light sources to compensate for changes in ambient light 
color spectrum changes as claimed in Claim 1.
